Washington, I). C., Oct., 21. — 


After reading a number of late re-

Fourth Liberty Loan campaign, 
which closed Saturday, treasury 
officials declared tonight ..hat there 
is little certainty at this time either 
of the total volume of subscrip- 
tions or the number of subscribers. 
They still felt no doubt tha the 
loan had been oversubscribed, but 
explained that many earlier mess- 
ages appeared too optimistic in the 
light of actual figures now being 
compiled by every bank and local 
committee over the country. 


Some cities which had first re- 


ported they were heavily oversub- 
scribed later discovered that they 
barely went over their mark. 


There was good ground,' how- 


ever, for the estimate that 22 mil- 
lion or more individuals had sub- 
scribed to the loan. The fact that 
many of these represented Jump 
subscripticns 
by 
corporations, 


which would later re-sell bonds to 
their employes led to the belief 
that the number of actual bond 
holders 
would 
be considerably 


higher. 


Owing to the present uncer- 


tainty, the treasury expects to 
make no further announcements 
concerning the results of the loan 
until definite and official figures 
are received from each federal re- 
serve bank.

27 Other States Report Dkease 


Spreading — Decrease in 


Army Camp Cases 


Washington, D. C, Oct. 21. — Im- 


provement in the influenza situation 
in six states is shown by reports re- 
ceived today by the public health ser- 
vice, although 27 other states reported 
the disease still spreading, with many 
additional cities and rural districts af- 
fected. 
Conditions apparently were 


worse in Pennsylvania, where it is es- 
timated 350,000 cases have occurred, 
probably 150,000 in Philadelphia. For 
the first 18 days of October 
14,805 


deaths are reported in Pennsylvania. 


In army camps, a slight increase in 


both Influenza and pneumonia were 
reported Sunday, but a decrease was

American* Gross Oise Canal Un-

(By the Associated Press). 


"With the American Army in North- 


ern France, Oct. 21.—Cyclists have 
reached Haulchln, on the 
Scheldt, 


three miles southwest of the impor- 
tant city of Valenciennes. The in- 
fantry !•» pouring on after them. 


•The Oise canal has been crossed on 


a wide front from Etreux southward 
against the heaviest resistance. Here, 
as elsewhere all along this part of 
thv battle area, the Germans are fight- 
ing with the realization that every 
foot of ground lost increases the men- 
ace to their comrades for many mites 
to the north and south. 


American troops participating in 


this action crossed the canal under 
heavy fire. They and the British killed 
a great number of Germans who were 
attempting to hold the east bank and 
sought to stop them after they had 
gained it.

In the war theatres the Allied armies have taken no heed of tik 


effort under way for the establishment of peace, but are continuing 
to force back the Germans at vital points along the line in Belgium 
and France. In these endeavors, the British and Americans are for 
the moment taking the principal parts. The British have approach' 
ed to within two miles of Valenciennes, and the Americans, to the 
northwest of Verdun, have succeeded in occupying two highly-im- 
portant positions in their operations aimed at an advance northward. 


American and British troops have crossed the Oise canal on a 


wide front in the face of desperate resistance, and further successes 
in this sector will menace the Germans to the north and south. 


The Valenciennes-Hirson railroad, formerly one of the German 


main lateral arteries of communication, has been cut. 


The west bank of the Scheldt canal has been occupied by the 


British along an extent of ten. miles to the north of. Tournai, which 
city is being defended by masses of Germans armed with machine 
guns. 
Belgium Gradually Being Redeemed. 


Belgium is gradually being redeem- 


ed, although now that the Germans 
have drawn in their lines, the British, 
Belgians and French are encounter- 
ing much stifter opposition than dur- 
ing tho early days of the great drive 
for the re-occupation by the Allies 
of the Belgian coast. ' The city of 
Ghent, an objective which the Allies 
have always had in mind, is yet seven 
miles away. Probably It will be out- 
flanked from the north before It is 
taken. 
Allied troops already have 


made considerable progress with this 
end In view.

Until this week the public has known 


nothing about the mystery ships, 
known In the nary as the "Q" ship*, 
although several officers, notably Capt. 
Gordon Campbell, bare been decorated 
for their services on these vessels. De- 
tails now can be made public, aa the 
Germans are becoming aware through 
bitter experience of the methods used 
against them. 


"Baby" Blows Up Diver. 


• How a "woman and baby" accounted 
for a U-boat Is told by the correspon- 
dent. The submarine ordered a ves- 
ael to surrender and fired a few shells 
Into It The boats then left the ship, 
leaving on board a woman who ran up 
and down the declc with a baby in her 
arms, as if mad 
, The U-boat came alongside the ves- 
sel and the woman burled the "baby" 
into the open hatch. The "baby" ex- 
ploded and blew out the bottom of the 
submarine. The "woman" was deco- 
rated with the Victoria cross. 


The correspondent says that the* first 


mention of a* mystery ship was in the 
ease of the Baralong, which on August 
19, 1915, sank a U-boat after the tor- 
pedoing of the British liner Arable. 


It will be remembered, he says, that 


the German government protested that 
there was nothing to indicate the Barn- 
lonf*s warlike character. The Ban- 


allegations afforded a typical erampli 
of German mentality, for they Ignored 
the fact that In every caM the U-boai 
wan »n actual or potential amallaDt 
and any ruse of war Is considered leRit 
imato by them except when employed 
against Gonnany." 


It should not be forgotten, he wn- 


ttaaes, that the German* designed 
mystery ship* for commerce destruc- 
tion. The British commanders showed 
much Ingenuity In devising plans for 
trapping submarines.

Haystack It Floatlnfl Fort 


In addition to the •woman and baby" 


cnse, the correspondent mentions the, 
story of a retired admiral, serving a» 
a captain, who placed a hiiystack on 
board an ancient-looking craft. When 
the U-boat ordered her to surrender 
the Germans were astonished to re- 
ceive a broadside from the haystack. 


On another occasion a sea-worn 


tramp steamer was crossing the North 
sen when a ftubmartne ordered the 
crew to abandon ship. So sure was 
the German of his prey that the bombs 
with which he Intended to sink the ves- 
sel were brought on deck around the 
conning tower. 


The commander of the tramp steam- 


er by careful maneuvering brought the 
submarine within range of his conceal 
ed armament so that It required only 
a shell or two to explode the bombs 
and blow the U-boat out of the water. 


Capt. Gordon O. L. Campbell, then 


a commaiider, was decorated with the 
Victoria cross and the D. S. O. In 1916, 
being the first to receive these orders 
without the nature of his heroic deed 
being made public. It was announced 
early in 1917 that the reason for his 
lecorations would be made public at 
ter the war. He was given special pro- 
motion over the heads of about 700 offi- 
cers, and current rumor in London in 
July, 1917, ascribed his rapid rise to 
work against the submarine. Captain 
Campbell gained the military cross for 
bravery In handling a tank when that 
weapon was first used by the British 
In the summer of 1916.

ment of the successful combat avia- 
tor, allied aviation experts agree. For- 
tur-ftcly for the allies, thot Is one de- 
part meat In vthlch tlicir aviators ex- 
cel. 


It 10 iaterestinE to note the progress 


made In the weapons used by aviators. 
At the opening of hostilities airplanes 
were used mainly for observation 
•work. Their pilots were armed gcner- 
nlly w'th carbines, and sometimes only 
with a revolver. Then came the fight- 
Ing airplanes and the single and dou- 
ble machine gun. 


But these newer and more deadly 


•weapons are useless unless properly 
filmed, and this Is no small task, as 
the pilot must aim not his gun, but 
Ms whole machine. He mast nse his 
airplane 03 a gun mount It Is easy 
to conjure some of the pilot's dlfflcul- 
tles when the gun mount Is maneuver- 
Ing and traveling twice as fast as any 
express train, while its target Is In 
similar action. 


Nor is that all the difference be- 


tween aerial and ground gunnery. On 
the ground ammunition is practically 
unlimited. In an airplane every ounce 
of weight counts, and ammunition Is 
therefore strictly limited. The great- 
er, consequently, Is the need for ac- 
curacy In shooting. 


It is Important that no ammunition 


shall be carried which Is not absolute- 
ly reliable, and all is selected and 
tested. Guns are rigorously inspected, 
for a Jam at a critical moment might 
prove fatal. In training, on the other 
band, ammunition is carefully select- 
ed for Its badness, the object being, by 
means of frequent gun Jams to make 
the clearing of a stoppage automatical- 
ly simple to the pilot. 


The successful air fighter must be 


a good pilot, bat even the most bril- 
liant trick flyer, the "stunter" who 
can throw his machine about in the 
air and make it a supreme1/ difficult 
target for his adversary, la neverthe- 
less incompletely equipped as a fight- 
er unless he can combine brilliant fly- 
ing with brilliant gunnery. 
Foch's 


rule that "offense is the best defense" 
applies even more in the air than «m 
land, sad it is by following that rule 
that the allied fighters have won their 


scendancy over the Germans.

Home—Cheerful Letters From 


Folk* Is Greatest Need. 


Washington.—The American Red 


Cross has issued the Red Cross Hand- 
book. The book wliich Is Intended, 
among other things, to strengthen the 
morale of the people at home was 
written by W. Frank Persons, the di- 
rector general of civilian relief of the 
American Red Cross. 


"Asnin and again word comes from 


overseas of men disheartened by bad 
news from home, making a brave ef- 
fort to go on with their work but 
with no zest to it," -Mr. Persons Says. 
"If Is the task of the home service 
sections of the Red Cross to see to It 
that there are in the families of these 
soldiers no anxieties or problems which 
are likely to get Into letters and bring 
distress to the soldier*1 overseas and 
no loneliness which we --mid help 
meet here. 


Want Letters From Home. 


"Not comfort kits, nor even smokes 


will so warm the hearts of our boys 
as the letter from home eaylng that 
all is well and that the home service 
of the Red Cross Is standing by." 


Mr. Persons'~recently returned from 


France where he organized the bureau 
of home service in the American Red 
Cross organization in that country. He 
asserted that his observations In 
France made him more firmly con- 
vinced than ever that proper condi- 
tions in the homes of soldiers and sail- 
ors and the maintenance of close con- 
tact between the men and their fam- 
ilies was necessary to preserve the 
morale of the soldiers. 
j 


"The fighting man wants to know 


all about what is going on at home," 
Mr. Persons continues. "He wants to 
know all the details about his family 
and then about his friends and his 
community generally. He wants to be 
kept In touch with local civil affairs 
and what is going on in his town and 
state. We are coming to see that this, 
interest is a powerful support to a 
man's stamina. It keeps him sane and 
healthy. 
It braces him up to know 


that those with whom he has lived 
and who mean so much to him appre- 
ciate the sacrifice he is maktag. 


"Any -worry about the condition of 


his dependents or relatives tends to 
put a soldier into a condition where 
he Is subject to shell shock. I have 
this on the authority of eminent spe- 
cialists who are dealing with such 
cases in the military hospitals. A sol- 
dier who is untouched by ballet cr 
shell may, from shell shock, return to 
his trench In such nervous condition 
as to require hospital treatment and 
a long rest 
The best insurance 


against this serious by-product of mod- 
ern warfare, the physicians say, is 
for the man to go over the top or meet 
n charge in a buoyant, untroubled 
frame of mind In which his sole con- 
cern Is the grlra business at liand. 
Cheerful letters from honie help to 
produce the proper mental attitude, 
but confidence that the home folks 
lack for nothing is an essential foun- 
dation. 


Red Crow Will Help. 


"Soldiers become concerned when 


letters fall to come regularly, anxious 
and uneasy when disquietins rumors 
arrive, and worried and distraught 
when they learn of troubles at home. 
An American commander at the front 
and a leading military surgeon in 
Pan's both stated that the Bed Cross 
Could do nothing more Important from , 
a military point of view than to main-1 
tain the welfare of the homes of our 
fighting 
men. 
{ 


"There can be no more certain' 


means of steadying his morale than to 
give him the assurance that, whatever 
may happen to his folks at home the 
home service section of the Ked Cross 
chapter in his own town may be de- 
pended upon to act promptly, sympa-! 
thetically and adequately to maintain 
the comfort and peace of mind of j 
those he has left behind. 


"Home service must be as reliable 


and ns considerable, ns capable and 
as effective in helping soldiers' and 
sailors' families as is the trust com- 
pany that looks aftpr llirir worldly 
goods. That is jnst whnt home serv- 
ice should be—a luice tni^t company 
on which the soldier may rely.""
